commonly called. 
This disease is not always a 
mild infection lik e a head cold. 
It can tak e a violent form, strik ­ 
ing whole populations and caus­ 
ing much tragedy. It is estim ated 
tha t the influenza epidemic of 
1918 k illed twenty million people 
throughout the world. Health re­ 
ports from various countries show I there 
are some things that can 


vent a severe epidemic by vac­ 
cinating large 
portions of the 
population when the epidemic 
threatens. However, there ai 
dif­ 
ferent strains of the influenza 
virus and, to be effective, the vac­ 
cine must contain 
the strain 
which is prevalent 
in any given 
outbreak of the disease. 
Still Dangerous Disease 
Thus, while influenza Is the last 
remaining of the serious plagues, 


tha t every three or lour years 
there are rather large-sized out­ 
break s of this disease. 
Caused by Virus 
Influenza is caused by a virus. 
an organism so small it passes 
through a porcelain Alter. An 
outbreak can spread with such 
speed that It seems to arise in 
many different areas at once. The 
reason for this, we now believe, 
Is tha t the disease passes directly 
from person to parson, ar.d is 
most catching just before an in­ 
fected person shows any signs of 
illness. This mak es it impossible 


be done to help control it. 
It Is 
unlik ely that it will soon again 
become the violent k iller that it 
jwas in 1918. However, it is still 
a dangerous disease, especially 
among children. 
Anyone with a touch of “flu" 
should lose no time in seeing a 
doctor, and should follow his ad­ 
dice regarding treatment 
and 
vaccination.

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JOBS FOR GRADUATES 
DEMAND FOR midwinter college grad­ 
uates to take hit h-priced jobs awaiting 
them was never greater. A survey of col­ 
leges and universities North and South and 
from coast to roast reveals that 
places 
waiting to be filled are multiples of the 
number of graduates. The latter have a 
greater opportunity than ever to pick and 


choose. 
This state of affairs is the result of the 
number of positions available in the vast 
defense effort and to the number of col­ 
legians taken by selective service. 
Engineering students can step into spots 
offering from $300 to $400 a month to start. 
Actually there arc government positions 
where some beginners’ salaries arc as high 
as $8,500. There are from IO to 20 positions 
open for every engineering graduate. For 
the ll engineers in the graduating class of 
the University of Buffalo, for example, 
there were 200 offers. 
Fop chemists and physicists also the de­ 
mand is great, as well as for all expert­ 
ness in mechanical lines. In unscientific 
fields the openings are not proportionally 
as many, and the pay is not so high. There 
are many places vacant for teachers and 
agricultural specialists. Young women sec­ 
retaries have no difficulty in starting at 
$200 a month. 
This picture has to be modified in some 
degree by the fact that June graduates far 
outnumber those in midwinter. But as a 
great manv concerns are already signing 
up those who expect to receive their de­ 
grees in June, and others are s i g n i n g 
draftees for employment as soon as they 
are released from the armed services, 
there is no doubt there will be positions for 
all and at higher compensation than ever 
before in the nation’s history. 


POPULATION TRENDS 
POPULATION SHIFTS and growth of 
the cities of the United States, as shown by 
the 1950 census, present, even in a b a r e 
table of statistics that lists 106 of them 
above the 100,000 mark, a visible pattern. 
Washington, largelv because of the influx 
of population during the war. with a popu­ 
lation of 802,178, has jumped from lith to 
ninth place, passing B o s t o n and Pitts­ 
burgh. Los Angeles, with an increase of 
466.000 to 1,970.000. is now in fourth place, 
having passed Detroit, center of the motor 
vehicle industry, largely because of war in­ 
dustry on the Pacific Coast, and is surpass­ 
ed only by New York, Chicago and Phila­ 
delphia. 
All of the California cities have shown 
remarkable increase in size, and each is 
higher in the rating of the 106 than it was 
in the 1940 census, and the same is true of 
Seattle. Spokane and Tacoma, Wash,, and 
Portland. Ore. 
But for truly phenomenal growth it is 
necessary to look to Texas, the only state 
that has three cities now with a population 
in excess of 400,000, whereas it did not have 
one in 1940. Houston, with 596,000, has 
jumped from 21st place to 14th, Dallas with 
434.000 is in 22nd place against 32nd in the 
preceding census, and San Antonio w i t h 
408,000, came from 36th to 25th. 
In these figures are evidence of a mighty 
industrial South that will plav an increas­ 
ingly important part in the national econ­ 
omy.

MOST people think the plagues 
arere deadly disease waves th a t 
occurred in the Middle Anes and 
th a t they are not seen In any 
m o d e rn , h e a lth y c o m m u n ity . 
There Is a modern plague, how ­ 
ever—influenza, cr “flu'' as it is 
commonly called. 
This disease is not always a 
mild infection Ii ae a head cold. 
It can take a violent form, strik­ 
ing whole populations and caus­ 
ing m uch tragedy. It is estim ated 
th a t the influenza epidemic of 
1918 killed tw enty million people 
throughout the world. Health re­ 
ports from various countries show 
th a t every three or four years 
there are ra th e r large-sized o u t­ 
breaks of this disease. 


C ause'! by Vim * 
Influenza is caused by a virus, 
an organism so small it passes 
through a porcelain filter. An 
outbreak can spread with such 
speed th a t it seem* to arise in 
m any different areas at once. The 
reason for this, we now believe, 
is th a t the disease passes directly 
from person to person, and is 
m ost catching just before an In­ 
fected person allows any signs of 
illness. This makes it impossible 
to avoid a person with the disease. 
Tile symptoms of severe “flu” 
are muscular aches and pains, 
almost un rn :* i e backache and 
signs of a c . d, with running nose, 
cough and I *adaehe. 


No Known Cure 


No cure for influer.ia is known, 
although some of the newer a n ti­ 
biotic 
drugs 
have 
sometimes 


proved effective in making it less 
dangerous. 
j 
It is im portant to note that a 
vaccine has been prepared which 
gives immunity for a few months. 
! Doctors now think they can pre- 
1 vent a severe epidemic by vac­ 
cinating large portions of the 
population when the epidemic 
i threatens However, there ai dif- 
I ferent strains of the influenza 
vims and, to be effective, the vac­ 
cine m ust contain the strain 
I which is prevalent in any given 
(Outbreak of the disease. 


Still Dangerous Disease 
Thus, while influenza is the last 
remaining of the serious plagues, 
ithere are some things th a t can 
be done to help control it. It is 
unlikely th a t it will soon again 
become the violent killer that it 
was in 1918. However, it is still 
a dangerous disease, especially 
among children. 
Anyone with a touch of "flu* 
should lose no time in seeing a 
! doctor, and should follow his ad­ 
vice 
regarding 
treatm en t and 
, vaccination.
